Mr.  Paul  Henderson  of  the  District  Attorney’s  office  provided  Commissioners  an  overview  of  differences 
between  infractions  and  misdemeanors  and  provided  examples  of  crimes  in  each  categoiy'.  He  also  described 
some  examples  of  felonies.  Mr.  Henderson  also  reviewed  the  various  courts  that  hear  different  types  of  cases  and 
noted  that  his  office  had  staff  working  on  infractions,  which  include  crimes  such  as  drinking  in  public,  open 
containers,  blocked  sidewalks,  jaywalking,  aggressive  panhandling  and  more.  He  noted  that  no  other  Count>  has 
D.A.  staff  working  on  infractions.  Additional  comments  on  this  topic  included  that  accessing  City  ser\  ices  are 
an  option  often  proposed  and  that  72%  of  “quality  of  life”  citations  in  the  city  are  not  issued  to  homeless  persons. 
Mr.  Henderson  expressed  concerns  that  a large  number  of  citations  issued  to  homeless  persons  are  dismissed  due 
to  legal  tactics  employed  by  pro-bono  lawyers  representing  hundreds  of  (absent)  defendants  at  a time.  He  would 
prefer  that  these  people  be  required  to  access  services.  Henderson  also  discussed  the  topic  of  Sit/Lie  ordinances 
from  a policy  standpoint.  He  concluded  the  discussion  by  offering  to  meet  with  Commissioners  in  the  future  to 
discuss  any  D.A  related  issues  that  may  be  of  interest  to  the  SBC.
